“After receiving the grant the com- 
pany offered the lands for sale in 
accordance with these restrictions, 
and in early times sold substantially 
all of the lands that were suitable 
for settlement, at prices not exceed- 
ing $2.50 an acre. 3ut as the re- 
maining lands were of a character 
not suitable actual settlement, 
being timber lands in the moun- 
tains, it could not dispose of such 
lands by selling to actual settlers 
only, no such settlement being prac- 
ticable. 

“Thereafter the company did make 
sale of timber lands in larger tracts 
than 160 acres to persons other than 
actual settlers, and at prices exceed- 
ing $2.50 an acre. It was these 
gales that were made the foundation 
of a claim on the part of the gov- 
ernment that the company had for- 
feited its title to all the lands un-| 
sold, which claim was rejected py | 
the United States Supreme Court. |

Can Sell Timber 
“In view of the decision of the 
Supreme Court, the company insists | 
that, being the owner of these tim- 
ber lands, and under no obligation to 
sell them, and in fact it being im- 
possible to sell them under the re- 
strictions of the grant, it has the| 
right of any other owner to dispose | 
of the timber on these lands, just as | 
it would dispose of any other crop | 
produced by the land, at the same | 
time admitting that when it comes | 
to sell the land itself it must do so 





under the terms of the grant. The 
cutting of the timber from these 
lands is in fact a step toward mak-

ing them fit for settlement, so 
they may be disposed of under 
terms of the grant. 

“But the government 
that the company shall not be al- 
lowed to realize more than $2.50 an 
acre for any of these lands, even 
though they may be worth many 
times that amount because of the 
timber thereon, and that therefore 
the company has not the right to dis- 
pose of the timber growing upon 
these lands. It is strange indeed 
that the government should now 
maintain that the company has no 
right to the timber upon these lands, 
because for many years before coal 
was used as fuel it used this tim- 
ber as fuel, without question; and 
the right to do this is clear, because 
the Act of Congress granted the 
lands ‘to secure safe and speedy 
transportation of mails, troops, muni- 
war, and public stores, over

“And further, this grant required 
company to carry free for the 
States government its mails, 
troops, munitions of war, and _ pub- 
lic stores, over this railroad with- 
out limit as to time. The value of 
this free transportation at 
rates which has been furnished the 
zovernment equals $2,084,467, which 
exceeds the receipts of the 
company under the grant by $868,- 
641. It embraces the service be- 
tween Portland and the Oregon and 
the California state line. 

“From the experience of the past 
we may be certain that the com- 
pany will be’ called upon to furnish 
the government free transportation 
of the value of $75,000 per annum, 
and this is a perpetual obligation.
